Kansas City, Haich 8.—John Hen- 


derson, of Minneapolis, Minn,, was 
found dead on the third floor of the 
Helping Hand institute here today 
with a bullet hole in his head.

Last evening Henderson reported to 
the police that two negro women had 
robbed him of $900. The police de- 
tained him until midnight and then, 
sent him to the institute. There he 
was diiected to a cot on the upper 
floor and 'this was the last seen, of 
him alive.

yards of where the 


body was found. They reported hav- 
ing heard a noise, probably a shot, 
during the night, but no investiga- 
tion was made.

"The back coaches were not turned 


over and that is all that saved us who 
were fortunate enough to be adding in 
the Pullman. They tipped slightly, 
but remained on the track. Other- 
wise, had we not been killed, we 
would liavo been cremated. The 
coaches weie burned up and I never 
saw anything burn so rapidly da my 
life. By the time I got out of the 
Pullman theie was little left of the 
'smoker and chair car except cinders 
and ashes. The shrieks and groans 
of the victims is something to be ie- 
membeied a lifetime and we were as 
helpless as babes to assist them. It 
is my estimation that the exiact num- 
ber of dead will never be ascertained. 
Nearly every passenger on the train 
was asleep when the 
(accident oc- 


cun«d. 
Probably the majority of 


passengers in the front coach met 
death before the fire finished the 
deadly work."

curve the accident was not due to 
fast running.

Washington, March 8.—President 


Boosevelt doesn't intend to have any 
ordinary cabinet member beat him 
to the public press. He expects to 
get all the glory there is on tap (and 
he doesn't intend to divide with any- 
body. The Associated Press an- 
nounces that hereafter cabinet mem- 
bers will not be allowed to talk to 
newspaper reporter** about things 
which tianspire at cabinet meetings* 
If there is any talking to be done 
the president 
will do it himself. 


Correspondents aire served with no- 
tice that what they get in th* way of 
news must come from the executive's 
own office. It is a bit hard on the 
cabinet members, but "orders is or- 
ders" and it goes. 


Just what the effect of the new 


plan of news distribution will be is 
not yet apparent. (Whether the presi- 
dent will daily receive the newspaper 
men in a body and administer tlie 
n«ws in an impartial land blanket 
dose, like a lecture at a medical col* 
leg-6, or whether the reporters will 
drop into the executive office at their 
<own convenience, put their feet up 
on the executive desk and ask if 
theie is anything doing, a la police 
reporter, is still a matter of doubt. 
Official Washington is pretty much 
torn up about the new order of 
things, and it will b& several days 
before the capital will be table to de- 
cide just how successful the president 


be in his latest imitation, the 


press agent It is reported in some 
quarters tthat the order is another 
proof of the growing intimacy be- 
tween Mr. Roosevelt and young Sen- 
ator Beveridge, of Indiana.

LAW. NOBLEST WORK OF MAN 


JUDGE TAYLOE LECTUEES AT 


PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 


Eminent 
Jurist Discourses 
Upon 


Law, Its Creation and Its Ap 


plication. 


At Plymouth church last evening, 


concluding the 
splendid 
series of 


popular lectures given during the 
past winter, Judge Robert S. Taylor 
lectured upon "Law, the Noblest 
Work of Man." 


Judge Taylor said in opening that 
: might be questioned whether tile 
iw as it exists among men is the 


work of men 
or whether it is not 


ither the work of God—an embodi- 
icnt of the 
moral 
instincts im- 


planted in the hearts of men by the 
Creator, but it was not his purpose 
to discuss this proposition, 
prefer- 


ing in the present instance to con- 
iider law 
in its forms, rules and 


nethods as a human institution. 


"When one thinks about it," said 


te '-it seems surprising how little 
va have to do with the law, and how 
ittle it hns to do with us. The fact 
is, that, most of you go about your 
iffairs from 
day 
to day, neither 


thinking- nor remembering that there 
is a law. 
Yet you are all the time 


enveloped in the 
net-work of the 


law. 
When you step out of your 


door 
in 
the 
morning it is into a 


world of legal '' rales, rights, 
re- 


straints, commands, 
penalties and 


punishments. 
You no sooner reach 


the sidewalk than you are in the en- 
joyment of legal rights and subject 
to legal restraints. 
The man who 


obstructs it ag-ainst your passages, 
or 
make 
a 
pitfall in it without 


adequate temporary reason, or with- 
out taking precautions to secure you 
from danger, is a trespasser upon 
your rights and amenable to the law. 
At the same time your right to the 
sidewalk is a restricted one. 
It is 


confined to the use of it as a side- 
walk. 


'The law affords you some -way of 


securing your right to everything 
that is yours. There is a .public office, 
to record your deed -to land you own; 
if you make an invention, the 
law 


gives a patent; if you write a ibook, 
it gives you a copyright. 
If you 


have personal property in your pos- 
session nobody can take it from you 
without a legal proceeding in which 
your rights are regarded. 


ONE CROWNI1TO TEST. 


'A crowning test of the goodness 


of the law is that it is so perfectly 
fitted to the needs 
of society that 


men wear it like a garment, forget- 
ting that they have it on. As you 
see men coming and 
going about 


you, apparently not thinking about 
the law, you are half disposed to im- 
agine that they do not need it, that 
society has outgrown the necessity 
for it. That is the theory of the an- 
archist. They say that if there were 
no law all men would be good. 
2fo 


greater delusion ever existed. It is 
the ever present consciousness of the 
law that makes 
men good. 
The 


achievements of man are marvelous. 
He has cleared away forests, culti- 
vated fields, built roads and homes, 
invented machines, developed arts, 
written books, mastered the sciences. 
All this has been possible because 
of the existence and controlling pres- 
ence of the law. 
Law 
has made 


home, property, education and com- 
merce possible. It is the good tiling 
achieved by man which has made all 
the other things possible. 


'•It is an interesting study," con- 


tinued Judge Taylor, "to take up the 
law as we find it today and seek its 
sources. 
The statutes enacted by 


congress or the slate legislature are 
only a small part of the law. 
The 


remainder is said to be unwritten, 
because it is nowhere 
recorded in 


form and you may 
hunt through 


thousands of printed pages to find 
it—and not always succeed. 
This 


part of the law. as we have it in this 
country, is called the common law 
in distinction 
from 
statute 
law, 


which is in the form of statutes en- 
acted 
by 
legislative 
bodies. The 


common law is built upon the deci- 
sions of the courts." 


Judge Tnyior then cited the work 


necessary upon the par t of a lawyer 
in properly handling a case; 
the 


exhaustive research for a basis law 
upon a specific question, of the meth- 
ods used in tracing back opinions, 
and stated that the courts find the 
law on which they base their deci- 
sions 
just as the lawyers find it. 


partly in tho statutes and partly in 
the decisions of other courts. 


Continuing he said: "It is expect- 


ed tint every decision of an imp.irt- 
ant and r.ovcl question will refer to 
some prior decisions justifying it. 
There is not one important principle 
of the common law that cannot 
be 


ti-.iMrl from one generation of judges 
backward to another for hundreds of 
year*. 


"It is not regarded as within the 


pmvince of the court to make any 
new law in deciding a case. 
It is 


the duty of the judge to decide the 
question before him according to the 
law as he huds it. But when he has 
made a decision a curious reversal 
of this presumption occuis. His de- 
cision immediately 
takes its place 


among the storehouse of decisions. 


•These two great systems of law- 


the civil law and the common law, 
are alike ill this, that neither was 
the work of any man or body of men, 
but a growth-a 
growth extending 


through centuries of active, strug- 
gling, progressive life among- strong 
peoples. 
It was a growth to which 


generations of the wisest and best 
men the world had in it contributed 
their best thoughts. It may be truly 
said that at every 
period of that 


growth the law represented the best 
that the world could do in govern- 
ment. 


"The law, therefore, as we have it 


now, is an inheritance from all the 
ages past. It is a fund of principles 
to which every wise moralist, every 
great law giver, every judge that 
ever lived has contributed."

Eminent Jui ist Discourses Upon 


Law, Its Creation, and Its 'Ap 


plication. 


At Plymouth church last evening, 


concluding the 
splendid series of 


popular lectures given during the 
past winter, Judge Hobert S. Taylor 
lectured upon 
"Law, 
the Noblest 


Work of Man." 


Judge Taylor said in opening that 


it might be questioned whether the 
law as it exists among men is the 
work of men or whether it is not 
rather the work of God—an embodi- 
ment of the 
moral

world of legal '* rules, rights, 
re- 


straints, commands, 
penalties and 


punishments. You no sooner reach 
the sidewalk than you aie in the en- 
joyment of legal rights and subject 
to legal restraints. 
The man who 


obstructs it against your passages, 
or make a pitfall in it without 
adequate temporaly reason, or with- 
out taking precautions to secure you 
from danger, is a trespasser upon 
your rights and amenable to the law. 
At the same time your right to the 
sidewalk is a restricted one. 
It is 


confined to the use of it as a side- 
walk. 


"The law affords you some way of 


securing your light to everything 
that is yours, Theie is a public office { 
to record your deed to land you o*wn; 
if you make an invention, the law 
gives a patent; if you write a book, 
it gives you a copyright. 
If you 


have personal property in your pos- 
session nobody can take it from you 
without a legal proceeding in which 
your rights are regarded. 


ONE CROWNING TEST. 


"A crowning test of the goodness 


of the law is that it is so perfectly 
fitted to the needs of society that 
men wear it like a garment, forget- 
ting that they have it on. As you 
see men coming1 and 
going about 


you, 
apparently not thinking About 


the law, you are half disposed to im- 
agine that they do not need it, that 
society has outgrown the necessity 
for it. That is the theory of the an- 
archist. They say that if there were 
no law all men would be good. No 
gi eater delusion ever existed. It is 
the ever present consciousness of the 
law that makes men good. 
{The 


achievements of man are marvelous. 
He has cleaied away forests, culti- 
vated fields, built roads and homes, 
invented machines, developed arts, 
written books, mastered the sciences. 
All this has been possible because 
of the existence and controlling pres- 
ence of the law. 
Law has made 


home, property, education and com- 
merce possible. It is the good tiling 
achieved by man which has made all 
the other things possible. 


"It is an interesting study," con- 


tinued Judge Taylor, "to take up the 
law as we find it today and seek its 
sources. 
The .statutes enacted by 


congress 01 the state legislature are 
only a small parfc of the 3aw. The 
remainder is said to be unwritten, 
because it is nowhere 
recorded in 


form and you may 
hunt through 


thousands of printed pages to find 
it—and not always succeed, 
This 


pait of the law, as we have it in this 
country, is called the common law 
in distinction from 
statute law, 


which is in the form of statutes en- 
acted by legislative bodies. The 
common law is built upon the deci- 
sions of the courts." 


Judge Taylor then cited the work 


necessaiy upon the pait of a lawyer 
in properly handling a case; 
the 


exhaustive research foi a basis law 
upon a specific question, of the meth- 
ods used in tracing back opinions, 
and stated that the courts find the 
law on which they base their deci- 
sions just as the lawyers find it, 
paitly in the statutes and partly in 
the decisions of other courts, 


Continuing he said: "It is expect- 


ed that every decision of An import- 
ant and novel question will refer to 
some prior decisions justifying it. 
There is not one important principle 
of the common law that cannot J« 
traced from one generation of judges 
backward to another for hundreds of 
years. 


"It U not ref«d*d A* witUft tt« 


piovitice of the court to make any 
new law in deciding a case. It is 
the duty of the judge -to decide the 
question before him according to the 
law as he finds it. But when he has 
made a decision a c,urious reversal 
of this presumption occurs, feis de- 
cision immediately 
takes its place 


among the storehouse of decisions. 


"These two great systems of law— 


the civil law and the common law, 
are alike in this, that neither was 
the work of any man or body of men, 
but a growth—a growth extending 
through centuries of active, strug- 
gling, progressive life among strong 
peoples. It was a growth w which 
generations of the wisest and best 
men the world had in it contributed 
their best thoughts. It may be truly 
said that at every period of that 
growth the law represented the best 
that the world could do in govern- 
ment. 


"The law, therefore, as we have it 


now, 
is an inheritance fiom all the 


ages past. It is a fund of principles 
to which eveiy wise moialist, eveiy 
gieat Jaw giver, every judge that 
ever lived has contributed.*'

about the hour of 8 o'clock with re- 
lay that no delay would occur. The 
party connected claimed <to possess 
true inwardness concerning the mur- 
der of Enos Bath, which was enacted 
in Hicksville nearly two years ago, 
and: for which crims t two of our 
young men are now doing service in 
the penitentiary, and ;whieh secret 
confession they wished Disclosed .atwi 
in possession of our ' authorities. 
They were met here Tby interested 
parties and in thto shadfes of night, 
and all unmindful to our citizens, 
quietly continued their way to the 
county seat, where, it is claimed, they 
miadfe -a clean-cut statement of the 
entire affair to attorney, ex-Judgte 
W. H. Snook. 


"The parties connected to the case 


are Mrs. Haney, ait present a resi- 
dent of Auburn, 
Ind,, and Mrs. 


Charles Weir, a resident of Hicks- 
ville. It was at the Weir residence 
on the fatal night in November, 
1899, from whence all ervidence of 
the fatal tragedy emanated, was 
hatched, and from which, concoction 
the boys were convicted, Mrs. Weir 
was an important -witness in the case, 
and it was believed 
Mrs,, Haney, 


then 41 resident of Hicksville, was in 


the house at the time, but no evi- 
dence could be produced sufficient to 
bring h?r out as a witness. 


"These two women come now with 


a full and free confession and appear 
to produce evidence very convincing 
of the innocence of thos* now in 
servitude, and it will implicate par* 
ties connected, and it would appear 
that plenty of witnesses can at any 
moment necessaiy be brought for- 
ward to substantiate their statement

Pro- 


vision has also been, made for in- 
stalling ft large iron planer as soon 
as a necessity arises. 
The second 


story is a pattern and carpenter shop 
and it is equipped with wood-work- 
ing tools. Mr. Haiberkorn is the fac- 
tory superintendent; Charles Boua 
has charge of the pattern shop; Fred 
Grlussenkamp and Theodore 
TJlmer 


preside in the blacksmith 
depart- 


ment; Louis Harthill 
and Charles 


Laudcrbaugh operate machines 
or 


work at the bench as necessity re- 
quires and William McClellan has 
charge of the boiler room. This is 
the nucleus of an operating 
force, 


which the management believes will 
be increased four-fold withiu a few 
weeks. The company has fbeen dis- 
appointed in the receipt of Taw ma- 
terial from which engines are to be 
constructed and until the stock ar- 
rives but little in the way of con- 
struction work can be accomplished.

to propelling locomotives or steam- 
ers of the largest kind. Being re- 
versible, these engines are particu- 
larly adapted to steamboats and trac- 
tion work. However, for the pres- 
ent the company will confine itself 
to making five sizes, ranging in ca- 
pacity from 50 to 200 horse power.

DUTCH BOYS' CELEBEATION. 


The boys of Amsterdam are happy 


in the possession of a very curious 
privilege which has been theirs for 
nearly 300 years. During one week 
at mid-summer they gather every 
afternoon by 
hundreds, 
and even 


thousands in the Dam, the great 
square in the center of the city—each 
boy with 
a drum 
slung over his 


shoulder, says Youth's Companion. 


As soon as the business of the day 


is over in the "Beurs," or stock ex- 
change, which, faces the square,

many of the boys as can crowd into 
the building are allowed upon the 
floor of the exchange, where for an 
hour or tv/o they march about, sing- 
hig and beating upon their drums.

THE REJtABKABLE CAEEEE OF LEO XIII., WHO IB VOW 


LIVING HIS TENTH 3>£CA&£. 


'Leo XIH was 98 years old last 


Sunday. Twenty-four y«ars 
ago 


Monday he was crowned pope on the 
balcony of the Vatican overlooking 
the interior of St. Peter's. 
He ha* 


just entered upon his jubilee year. 
If he lives twelve months longer he 
-will have refuted the papal warning 
given each pope at his coronation, 
(Thou shalt not 
see the years of 


Peter." 


According to tradition the ponti- 


ficate of St. Peter lasted a quarter of 
a century. It has been equaled only 
by Pius VI and exceeded only by 
Pius IX. 


"Long life," 
Leo is reported to 


have said, "is a characteristic of the 
Pecci family; they live long, 
but 


death comes to them suddenly." 


He is inclined to joke about the 


ordinals' anticipation of his early 
death. "They look for a conclave," 
he once remarked to a friend; "I 
hold a consistory." The conclave is 
the assembly of cardinals 
which 


elects a pope. The ordinary assem- 
bly is the consistory. 


Leo Xrn comes of the old and no- 


ble family of Pecci. His father was 
t count and his brother Joseph a 
cardinal. 
He -was christened Joa* 


:bim 
Vincent Bapaael Louis, and 


while a child was known as Vincent. 
After his mother's death he took the 
name of Joachim. He was educated 
at Borne and was seut, as soon as he 
had taken holy orders, to govern the 
;urbulent province of Beneveiito. 
His success thereN&used him to foe 
:ransferred to the more important 
province of Umbria^ from which he 
was recalled, to be sent as nuncio or 
imbassador to Brussels. 
AT THE COITBT OF BRUSSELS. 
Here his knowledge of men, his 
ibi'Hty and tact, gave him high rank 
;u the court. Once at a dinner a no- 
)leman tried to embarrass the- young 
ihurchman by handing him the por- 
;rait of a notorious woman^nd ask- 
ing: 
"Is she not beautiful?" 


"Yes," said Monsiguor Pecci, in a 


:one loud enough for the king to 
hear. 
(*Is she 
your excellency's 


wife?" 


The nuncio was recalled in 1846 to 


be made bishop of Perugia. Here he 
•emained until 1877, when he was 
tailed to Borne and made cardinal 
ihamberlain. 
The next year Pius 


IX died and Cardinal Pecci on the 
ihird ballot of the college of oardi- 
ials was elected his successor. 
The new pope was a man of very 
lifferent character from the amiable 
ind pliant Pio Nono. A little inci- 
ient will show the difference. TVhen

TTnder Pius IX 
the Vatican had 


steadily lost influence at the world's 
capitals. In Prussia the church was 
in its most desperate straits.

called the Kulturkampf, or "civili- 
zation conflict/' in order to bring the 
church under the complete domina- 
tion of the state. Religious orders 
had been expelled and stringent leg* 
islation enacted to cut off the hier- 
archy from the Vatican. 


Leo at once began 
negotiations 


with the Centrist-or Catholic party 
in the Heichstag. -Undsr this direc- 
tion it. presented such a well organ- 
ized opposition to every measure Of 
the government that Bismarck _ 
compelled to capitulate. Most of the 
Objectionable legislation 
was $us 


pended two years after Leo came to 
the throne and in 1887, in order to 
gaiu the support of the Catholic 
party to the government's military

rassment and added: "Well, I ask 
perhaps too much. Bring the report 
tomorrow*" 


Leo keeps close watch of the 


finances of the Vatican. It is said 
he carries most of the details of the 
sxpenditures in his head. 
A few 


years ago a writer in the North 
American Review gave the average 
receipts for a half dozen years as 
about \y& million dollars. 
About 


9100,000, according to this author- 
ity, is spent in maintaining the Vat- 
ican. 


All that the pope has he holds in 


trust for the church. The contribu- 
tions are invested in interest bearing 
securities which are sold as need of 
funds arises. It is curious, in view 
of the rupture between the Vatican 
and quirinal, that most 'of the in- 
vestments are in Italian bonds. Mar- 
ion Crawford remarks that it is com- 
monly said in Rome that the Vati- 
can makes the price of Italian bonds.

The pope has to pay the sal- 
aries of cardinals, help needy dio- 
ceses, contribute to the support of 
schools, maintain the papal palaces 
and support the diplomatic service.

The 
Bhutia women in the Darjeeling dis- 
trict wear quaint brass ornaments 
covered with chip turquoise, which

Some interesting facts would un- 


doubtedly 'be disclosed if accurate 
statistics could 'be obtained from 
some of the large educational insti- 
tutions of how many students pay all 
or a part of their expenses, 'and the 
various channels of employment 
which students choose for earning 
the money necessary to defray the 
cost of pursuing a college course. A 
glance at the statistics of one de- 
partment of the University of Penn- 
sylvania alone would furnish a fail- 
estimate of what is undoubtedly true 
of the other professional schools, and 
of what is, perhaps, more pronounced 
in some other universities. Of the 
386 students in the law schodl about 
30 per cent, earn at least part and 
many all of their expenses, The 
source from which the largest num- 
ber derive an. income is tutoring—- 
that is, coaching or quizzing their 
fellow-students 
in 
the 
regular 


courses, or preparing applicants for 
the entrance 'examinations. This 
source is the most profitable and de- 
sirable because it generally develops 
the tutor's knowledge of the very 
subjects upon which he must pass 
examinations himself. While most 
tutors consider themselves extremely 
fortunate if they are able in this way 
to defray their expenses, there have 
been some exceptionally successful 
tutors at Penn's -law school who have 
been able to secure pupils at $2 -an 
hour and who have been known 'to 
earn several thousand dollars in a 
single year* 
It is only those who' 


have a knack for teaching, however, 
who are at all successful at "quiz- 
zing." The most popular and most 
profitable employment, principally 
among students who cannot "quiz" 
successfully, is that of selling stere- 
scopic views and canvassing1 fbooks 
during the summer vacation. This 
owes its (popularity to the following 
combination: It is mostly open-air 
work and pays well; it does not in- 
terfere with their studies, and those 
who have been successful in this line 
agree that -the experience derived 
from a season's 'tour in canvassing 
is invaluable* Several energetic stu- 
dents at Penn's law school are known 
to have cleared more than a thousand 
dollars at this work during the sum* 
mer months. 


Soliciting insurance has been found 


very profitable by a few men. One 
very enthusiastic and energetic stu- 
dent working only during the Christ- 
mas holidays in the last three years, 
has written almost enough policies j 
to defray the expenses of an entire 
three-years7 course of an economic 
student at the university. 


Another desirable employment, and 


one which does not interfere with a 
student's work in winter is that of 
clerk in summer hotels. Thesti clerk- 
ships, however, are rare and hard t 
get, but several men have been en 
abled to go through the law schoo. 
by securing such positions. 


Quite a number of men have 


worked their way through in posi 
tions which enabled them to at tern 
the "classes" during the day. 
these there have been night watfcli 
men, 
telegraph operators and rail 


road ticket agents. One student liv- 
ing a distance of sixty miles from 
Philadelphia, earns a fair living by 
sorting mail 
on the trains in hi 


daily trips to and 
from the 'city. 


Some students earn their board toy 
working in the kitchens, in waiting 
on the table, and there are some who 
take care of furnaces, etc,, for their 
room rent—this class of work, how- 
ever, is not so popular at Pennsyl- 
vania -as at some of the southern and 
western institutions. 


Among 
some of the other work 


which students at law schools have 
done, or are doing, while pursuing 
their studies, are reporting, teaching 
in night schools, clerking, 'bookkeep- 
ing, stenography, paper 
stuffing, 


ough quarter sessions the other day, 
although there was only one pris- 
oner for trial.

milk and paper routes, painting, as- 
sisting in libraries, etfc* Some of the 
most popular summer employments 
among students not -heretofore men- 
tioned are acting as conductors on 
cars, at park guarding, traveling as 
companions, canvassing and clerk- 
ing in law offices. Several have also 
made a fair living by working in ma- 
chine shops, brick yards, etc* 


Each year several 
professional 


men are enrolled as law students who 
pursue their law studies while prac- 
ticing medicine, dentistry or -while 
employed as instructors in private 
preparatory and public high schools, 
and doing other professional work. 
Among this class was also u minister, 
who preached every Sunday while at- 
tending the lav/ school. 


Every effort is put forth to secure 


remunerative employment for all 
students desiring assistance, and the 
officers of the law department have 
always met with much success in this 
respect, 
A fund is also gradually 


being accumulated, out of which tem- 
porary loans are made to students 
needing immediate financial assist- 
ance, 


. SMOKE ABATEMENT, 


Perhaps the most potent argument 


for bringing about improved condi- 
tions is that of fuel saving. 
The 


saving which results from perfect 
combustion (a synonym for smoke 
prevention) is not a matter of theory, 
but of eveiyday experiment, 
Care- 


ful tes*ts made by experts in the em- 
play of large manufacturing firms in 
Cleveland -have shown a saving of 
from 15 to 25 per cent, by the use 
of smokeless furnaces, as compared 
with the 
ordinary firing on flat 


grates. 
Thes-e tests have 
been 


further verified by comparison of the 
coal bills for long periods of time. 
In one instance which has recently 
come 'to my notice the installation of 
automatic draft regulators inducing 
perfect combustion ,by the abundant 
supply of oxygen immediately after 
ilring- has more than -paid for the 
whole expense of the installation in 
one year, as shown 'by actual coal 
bills for the years preceding and fol- 
lowing the date of installation. This 
saving can be traced to two principal 
causes: First, the uniform supply of 
coal combined with a uniform supply 
of air, giving a practically perfect 
combustion at all times and prevent* 
ing the escape of carbonic oxide to 
the chimney; second, to the fact that 
the absence of soot on the heating 
surfaces of the boilers gives a higher 
rate of evaporation and correspond- 
ingly better efficiency. 


Many of the manufacturers 
and 


business men thus approa'ched were 
undoubtedly influenced by the desire 
to better the atmospheric conditions, 
and to make their city a more de- 
sirable place of residence. But when 
atmospheric cleanliness and economy 
of fuel arrayed 
themselves on the 


same side of the question the prob- 
lem was much simplified. 
Besides 


urging- the desirability of *v change 
in furnaces, we have also insisted 
upon more careful firing and have 
found it -easy to demonstrate that 
running a lighter fire with frequent 
firing of coal iu small quantities 
would result in more steam and a 
better condition of affairs generally. 
Careful attention to this matter of 
firing and to the conditions of such 
apparatus as was in use has reduced 
he smoke in several localities to 
about one-fourth of its former vol- 
ume without change in the furnace 
>r grates. The office <of this depart-

BUTCH BOYS' CELEBRATION. 


The boys of Amsterdam are happy 


in the .possession of a very curious 
privilege which has been th^rs for 
nearly 300 years. During one Tfreek 
at mid-summer they gather every 
afternoon by hundreds, 
and even 


thousands in the Bam, the great 
square in the center of the city—each 
boy with a drum slung over his 
shouldor, says Youth's Companion. 


As soon as the business of the day 


is over in the "Beurs," or stock ex- 
change, which faces the square, as 
many of the boys as can crowd into 
the building are Allowed updn the 
floor of the exchange, where for an 
hour or two they march about, sing- 
ing and -beating upon their drums. 
The din is appalling, but the good 
citizens of Amsterdam endure the 
racket with characteristic placidity. 


This singular custom is said to date 


from the discovefy and 
discomfit- 


ure of a Spanish plot against the city 
in the year 1628. At that time, aft- 
er half a century of warfare, the 
Butch republic had forced Spain to 
concede 
its 
independence, 
and 


Amsterdam 
had become the chief 


commercial city of the world. 
But 


the Spaniards were very Tbitter over 
the loss of their rich provinces in the 
Netherlands, and in 1622 hostilities 
between the two countries again 
broke .out. 


One afternoon a party of boys play- 


ing in the P'am lost their ball in the 
canal, which in those days skirted 
one side of the square and ran direct- 
ly under the Beurs. One of the boys 
clfttnQere4 'in. among ,the piles on 
wfiicii 'the building stood, and found, 
in&tead of his ball, a boat moored in 
a dark corner, a*nd loaded to the gun- 
wale with boxes and barrels filled 
with gunpowder. 


It was evidently the purpose of the 


Spanish conspirators to Wow up the 
Beurs. while it was crowded, as it 
was every day with the leading cit- 
izens of Amsterdam. The frighten- 
ed boy at once hurried to the bur- 
gesses of the town -with his story; 
the boatload of explosives was quick- 
ly sunk in the canal, and the danger 
was. over. 


When the young hero of the occa- 


sion was asked what reward he would 
have for the service he had rendered 
the cUy, he begged that, so long as 
there was a Beurs in Amsterdam, 
the boys might bellowed to make 
its floor their playground during 
part of the year, in" memory of the 
day -when> at their games, they were 
the means of saving the building 
from destruction. The request was 
granted, and the custom has been 
carefully observed to this day* 


POET MARKHAM: CONFUSED.

ALPHABET ON A PINHBAD. 


H, A. Houseal, an engraver, em- 


ployed by Oeorge Walter, jeweler, 
has accomplished a task in the en- 
graver's art which eclipses the en- 
graving of the Lord's prayer upon a 
silver dollar, which was supposed for 
a long time to be the triumph of fine 
work in engraving. He has manag- 
ed to engrave the alphabet complete 
on the head of a common pin. Mr. 
Houseal, who rarely uses a glass in 
his work, can read the letters with 
the naked eye and although there are 
few persons whose eyesight is so 
strong, a common magnifying glass 
serves to make them easily distin- 
guishable.

left to right and are all capitals. 


- In the first circle around the edge 
of the head of the pin are the letters 
from A to M, inclusive.

1 DR. TALMAOE'S SERMON. 


IN THE SHADOW OF HIS WINGS, A STOONG DISCOURSE ON 


DIVINE PEOVIDENCES. 


Washington, March 2.—A familiar 


illustration from the barnyard is em- 
ployed in this discourse by Dr. Tal- 
mage, to show the comfort and pro- 
tection that heaven 
affords to all 


trusting souls. Th« text is Hatt. 
xxui, 37: "Even as a lien gathereth 
her chickens under her wings, and 
ye would not." 


Jerusalem was in sigh£ as Christ 


came to the crest of Mount Olivet, a 
height of 700 feet. The splendors of 
the religious capital of the whole 
earth 
irradiated the 
landscape. 


There is the temple. Yonder is the 
king's palace, Spread out before his 
eyes are the pomp, the -wealth, the 
wickedness, and the coming destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem, and he bursts into 
tears at the thought of the obduracy 
of a plase that he would gladly have 
saved, nnd apostrophizes, saying: 
"Oh, Jerusalem, Jerusalem, how oft- 
en would I have gathered thy child- 
ren together, even as a lien, gather- 
eth her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not" 


Why did Christ select hen and 


chickens as a simile? Next to the 
appositeneSs of the comparison, I 
think it was to help ail public teach- 
ers in the matter of illustration to 
get down off their stilts and use com- 
parisons 
that all can understand. 


The plainest bird on earth is the 
barnyard fowl. Its only adornments 
are the red comb in its headdress 
and the wattles under the throat* It 
lias no grandeur of genealogy. All 
we know is that its ancestors came 
from India, some of them from a 
height of 4,000 feet ou the sides of 
the Himalayas* It lias no preten- 
sion of nest like the eagle's eyrie. It 
has no lustre of plumage like the 
goldfinch* Possessing anatomy that 
allows flight, yet about the last 
thing it wants to do is to fiy, and 
in retreat, uses foot almost as much 
as wing. Musicians have written out 
in musical scale the song of lark and 
robin redbreast'and nightingale, yet 
the hen of my text hath nothing that 
could be taken for a song, but only 
cluck and cackle. Yet Christ, in the 
text, uttered while looking upon 
doomed Jerusalem, declares that 
rarhat lie had wished for that city 
was like \vhaj the hen does for her 
chickens,

teachings, and yet how hard it is for 
us, who are Sunday school instruc- 
tors and editors and preachers and 
reformers, -and those who would gain 
the ears of audiences, to attain that 
heavenly and divine art of simplic- 
ity. We have to run a course of lit- 
erary disorders as children—a course 
of physical disorders. We come out 
of school and college loaded down 
with Greek mythologies, -and out of 
the theological seminary weighed 
down with what the learned fathers 
said, and we fly with wings of eagles 
and flamingoes and albatrosses, and 
it takes a good while before we can 
come down to Christ's similitudes, 
the candle tinder the bushel, the salt 
that has lost fits savor, the net 
thrown into the sea, the spittle on 
the eyes of the blind man and the 
ben and thickens. 


There is not much poetry about this 


winged creature of Ctod mentioned in 
iny text, but she is more practical 
and more motherly and more sug- 
gestive of good things than many 
that fly higher and wear brighter 
colors. She is not a prima doima of 
the skies, not a strut of beauty 
the aisle of the forest. She does not 
cut a circle^nnder the sun, like the 
Kocky mountain eagle, but stays at 
home to look after 
family affairs- 


She does not swoop like the condor 
of the Cordilleras to transport a rab- 
bit from the valley to the top of the 
crags, but just scratches for a living. 
How vigorously with her claws she 
pulls* away the ground to bring up 
what is hidden beneath! When thi 
breakfast or dining hour arrives, shi 
begins to prepare the repast, and 
calls all 'her young to partake. 


I am in warm sympathy with th 


unpretentious, old-fashioned hen, be 
cause, like most of us, she has to 
scratch for n living. She knows at 
the start the lesson which most peo- 
ple of good sense are slow to learn- 
that the gaining of a livelihood im- 
plies work, and that successes do aot 
lie on the surface, but are to be up- 
turned by positive and continuous 
effort,. The reason that society and 
•the church, and the world, are so 
full of failures, so full of loafers, w 
full of dead-beats, is because people 
are not wdse enough to take the les- 
son which any hen-would teach them 
that if they would find for them- 
selves, and for those dependent upon 
them, anything worth having, they 
must scratch for it 
Solomon said: 


"Go to the ant, thou sluggard." 1 
say, go to the hen, thou sluggard. 
In the Old Testament God compare* 
Himself to an eagle fttniftg up liar 
n**t, and hi the »tw T**t*ment tike 
Holy BpirUt k «0flf**o« *» a damn* 


The fact is that most of them will 


lever find the shelter unless while 
hey are chickens. 
It is *v simple 


matter of inexorable statistics that 
most of those who do not come to 
'hrist in youth never come at all. 
What chance is there for the young1 


without divine protection? There are 
the grog shops. 
There are the 


'ambling hells. There are the infi- 
delities and moralities of spiritual- 
sm. There are 
the 'bad books. 


There are ithe impurities. 
There are 


the business rascalities. 
And so 


numerous are these assailments that 
t is <a wonder that honesty and vir- 
us tare not lost arts, The birds of 
prey, diurnal and nocturnal, of the 
natural world are ever''on the alert. 
They are the assassins of the sky. 
They have varieties of taste. The 
eagle prefers the flesh of the living 
animal; the vulture prefers the car- 
cass. 
The falcon kills with one 


stroke, while other styles of beak 
give prolongation of torture. And so 
the temptations of this life are vari- 
ous. 
Some make quick work of 


•death, and others agonize the mind 
and -body for many years, and some 
like the living blood of great souls, 
and -others prefer those already gan- 
grened. But for every style of youth 
there is a swooping wing, and a 
sh&rp beak, and a cruefl. claw, and 
what the rising generation needs is a 
wing of protection. 


Fathers, mothers, . older brothers 


iliee with them to mr, and he ac- 
counted for the bravery of his men 
•by the fact that many of them were 
born in camp, and were used to war- 
like scenes from the start. 
Would 


Ood that all the children of our day 
might be born into the army of the 
Lord! No need of letting them go a 
long way on the wrong road before 
they turn around and go on the right 
road. The only time to get chickens 
under wing is while they are 
chickens. 


But we all need the protecting 


wing. If you had known when you 
entered upon, manhood or woman* 
hood what was ahead of you, would 
you have dared to undertake life? 
How much you have been through! 
With most, life has been a disap- 
pointment; they-tell me so. 
They 


have not attained that which they 
expected to attain. They have not 
had the physical and mental vigor 
they expected, or they have met with 
rebuffs which they did not anticipate, 
You are not at 40 or 50 or 60 or 70 
or 80 years of age where you thought 
you would be. I do not know any- 
one except myself to whom life has 
been a happy surpriaa. I was told 
in the theological seminary by some 
of my fellow students that I never; 
would get anybody 
to hear me j 


preach unless I changed my style, I 
so that when I found that some peo-' 
pie did come to hear ma it was a 
happy surprise. But most people, ac- 
cording to their own statements, 
have found life a disappointment; 
Indeed, we all need shelter from its 
tempests. About 3 o'clock on a hot 
August afternoon you have heard a 
rumble that you first took for a 
wagon crossing a bridge, but after- 
ward /there was a louder rumbling, 
and you said, "Why, that is 
thunder;" and sure enough, the 
clouds were being convoked for a full 
diapason. A whole park of artillery 
went rolling down -the heavens, and 
the iblinds of the windows in the sky 
were closed. 
But the sounds above 


were not more certain than the 
sounds beneath. The cattle came to 
the bars <and moaned for them to be 
let down, that they might come home 
to shelter, and the fowl, whether 
dark brahma or hamburg or leghorn 
or dominick, began to cair to its 
young. 
"Cluck!" 'Cluck!" "Cluck!" 


and take them under the wagon 
house or shed, and had them all hid 
under the soft feathers by the time 
thai the first splash of rain struck 
the roof. So there are sudden teon- 
pests for our souls, and, oh! how dark 
it gets, and threatening clouds of 
bankruptcy or sickness or persecution 
or bereavement gather and thicken 
and blacken, -and some run for shel- 
ter to a bank, but it is poor shelter; 
and others run to friendly advisers, 
and they fail to help, and others fly 
nowhere, ©imply because they know 
not where.to go, and they perish hi 
the blast; but others hear a divine 
call, saying: "Come, for all things 
are now ready." "The spirit and the 
bride say, come." 
And while the 


heavens are thundering terror, the 
divine voice proffers mercy, and the 
soul comes under the 'brooding care 
of the Almighty, "as a hen gathering 
her chickens under her wing."

The world declines to give it, 
and in many cases has no power to 
give it, and here is where Christ 
comes in, and as on a cold day, the 
rain beating and the atmosphere full 
of sleet, the hen clucks 'her chickens 
under her wings, and the warmth 
of her own breast puts warmth into 
the wet feathers and the chilled feet 
of the infant group of the barnyard, 
so Christ says to those sick and 
frosted and disgusted and frozen of 
the world: Come in out of the March 
winds of the world's criticism, come 
in out of the sleet of the world's as- 
sault, come in out of a world that 
does not understand you, and does 
not want to understand you; I will 
corafont and I will soothe and I will 
be your warmth, "as a hen gathereth 
her chickens under her wing." Oh, 
the warm heart of God is ready for 
all those to whom the world has 
given the cold shoulder.

A LIGHT IN A BOTTLE.

In last Sunday's issue of the Jour- 
nal-<*azette, published over the ftig- 
uature P. B. Q., a sneer at Christian 
Stience, founded oil Judge Ewing's 
failure* a few weeks ago, to deliver 
a Christian Science lecture at New 
Orleans according -to appointment.

greatest importance, and force the 
drinking usages of society upon the 
attention of every true patriot and 
Christian.- The subject has for many 
years occupied the attention of the 
highest ecclesiastical courts and con- 
ventions of well-nigh every branch 
of the Christian church, and their 
united testimony is that the general 
use of intoxicating beverages is a 
great and terrible evil* and presents 
a powerful obstacle to the progress 
of pure religion and the extension of 
the Redeemer's kingdom. The ques- 
tion seems at the present time to be 
awakening a fresh interest, and to 
be receiving general and earnest con- 
sid£ration in other lauds as well as 
our own. 


In England it attracts more atten- 


tion to-day than at 
any previous 


period in the history of the temper- 
ance movements. Many of the high- 
est dignitaries iu the Established 
Church are active advocates of tem- 
perance, and more than three-fourths 
of the whole number of clergymen 
connected Avith the church are ask- 
ing for the enactment of laws to sup- 
press the traffic. In the Dominion of 
Canada renewed efforts have recent- 
ly been made to secure additional le- 
gal restrictions concerning the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors. 


In our own country there is a deep- 


ening conviction in the 
minds of 


Christian people that 
something 


more effective than what has 
yet 


been attained must be desired and 
carried out to arrest the progress 
and prevent the perpetration of the 
desolating scourge of intemperance 
among our people. For the accom- 
plishment of an end so desirable it 
is by DO means sufficient simply to 
seek the rescue of the drunkard 
from the wretchedness 
and ruin 


which his habits have brought upon 
him. Few, comparatively few, of 
that class can be saved. Xor does 
their deliverance, when accomplished 
seriously affect the question at issue* 


The chief thing to/be arrived at 


is to check the evil in its beginning, 
to strike a blow at the roots of this 
deadly tree, not merely to lop off 
an extra or overgrown branch. We 
must seek to dry up the source of 
this river of death at the fountain* 
head, not vainly to lessen its volumo 
as jt ncars the ocean. ^Yhat would 
be thought of a man who should un- 
dertake to stop Niagara by taking 
out a pailful of water at a time? Ni- 
agara is the outcome of the great 
lakes, and you must dry them up be- 
fore you can stop the great cataract, 
The lakes out of which the Niagara 
of intemperance rolls its awful flood 
are the moderate drinking habits of 
society. Stop them and you have 
stopped it. 
All other efforts thai 


going direct to the source of the 
evil must necessarily end in failure,

It is also reasonable to as 
sume that such conviction is groundci 
Upon statistics that amount to abso 
lute proof in Dr, Fisk's mind tjia 
cigarette smoking results in markcc 
mental deterioration. 


So deeply is Dr. Fisk impressed witli 


the fact that he has asked any boy ii 
the school who cannot or will not give 
up cigarettes to lea>c, and further of 
fer» to refund all that has been paid 
in fees or tuition to such students. 


This declaration from the venernbl 


head of the preparatory school, whr 
has 300 bo3's under his care, is an im 
pressive indictment of the cigarette 
dealer and manufacturer which canno 
fail to attract serious public attention 
The doctor is not dealing in general! 
zations or loose denunciations. He ha 
prepared statistics covering a pcrioi 
of several years, showing that of th 
boys who smoke only two per cent, ar 
among the 25 per cent, of students whi 
stand highest in class scholarship. 


At the present time the boys wh 


smoke appear to be entirely incapable 
of passing examinations or keeping u 
in their studies, Two out of every nin 
boys in the school confess that thej 
smoke cigarettes, and not one is ii 
good standing in his classes. 
Th 


proof of positive deleterious effect o 
the cigarette habit upon a boy's min 
appears to be conclusive, Dr. Fisk no 
being the only educator in this coun 
try who has gathered statistics o 
similar import. School authorities ar 
justified in resorting to every possibl 
device to persuade young boys who ar 
addicted to the cigarette to abando; 
tfca habit.—Chicairo .Record-Herald;
